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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Burn et al. teach the use of hardware tokens 
throughout their disclosure (for example, par. 28). This hardware token contains numerous information items, including user identification 
information that allows engaging in steps for certificate creation/storage (par. 29). Furthermore, as claimed, the "unique ID number" is the 
ID number associated with the token, where the "token ID" is not necessarily tied to a number stored in the token. Furthermore, a token 
which is hardware can have a token ID number that is associated with anything that identifies that toke one way or another (since the 
token ID number is not claimed to specifically point out what the scope of the token ID number may be), thus in an application where a 
token is used in some way to request a certificate, the sequence number for the request may be considered a form of a token ID number 
since all of the items are related. In response to Applicants arguments that the Tokenizing Officer is not a person, Carlsson et al. suggest 
that one would modify the method as disclosed in Burn in order to add a Tokenizing Officer who is a person in order to add the advantage 
of physically checking the users' credentials in order to ensure that the users are who they claim to be (col. 8, lines 20-27). Thus, the 
Carlsson et al. in combination with Burn teach/suggest "reviewing, by a Tokenizing Officer, credentials of the user and forwarding the user 
ID number and token ID number to a CMS system along with an electronic form request and a signature of the Tokenizing Officer, wherein 
the Tokenizing Officer comprises a person" as recited in the claims. 
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
